EVERGREENS 


HOW  TO  HANDLE  AND  PLANT 

Evergreens,  when  properly  handled,  are  as  easy  to  grow  as  any  other  class  of 
trees.  Never  expose  the  roots  to  the  sun  or  wind  for  even  one  minute.  In  trans- 
planting from  beds  to  nursery  rows  last  spring 
our  losses  were  less  than  1 per  cent.  When 
digging  evergreens  the  roots  are  immediately 
plunged  into  a tub  of  mud  of  about  the  con- 
sistency of  paint,  which  effectually  protects 
the  roots  from  dying  until  they  can  be  safely 
unpacked. 

On  receiving  evergreens  from  us  first  have 
your  ground  prepared  and  holes  all  dug.  Next 
prepare  a bucket  of  mud  about  as  thick  as  good 
paint,  but  not  too  thick;  then  unpack  trees  and 
immediately  puddle  the  roots  in  the  mud. 
Plant  at  once,  setting  the  tree  a little  deeper 
than  it  stood  in  the  nursery,  using  any  good 
moist,  mellow  soil  to  fill  in  and  around  the 
roots,  tramping  the  earth  as  solid  as  possible 
until  the  hole  is  almost  filled. 

When  the  ground  is  dry  a little  water  should 
be  used  and  hole  finished  with  loose  dirt,  but 
do  not  tramp  after  using  the  water,  as  it  will 
cause  ground  to  bake 

For  protection  against  long,  dry  spells  in  the 
summer  a good,  heavy  mulch  around  the  tree 
for  a distance  of  three  or  four  feet  in  each  di- 
rection is  very  beneficial.  Also  a shade  from 
the  afternoon  sun  made  by  driving  two  stakes 
and  tacking  a piece  of  burlap  across  them  is 
a great  help  in  an  extreme  dry  season.
